T HAS come to pass that, instead of 
1 


turning an indifferent shoulder to the 
closet queetion, architects everywhere 
now vie with each other in the number 
and elegance of the closets they put at 
the disposal of their patrons. 
The more 
fashionable the woman the more num er­ 
ous and beautiful her closets are sure to 
be. F or example, there is a recently built 
dwelling, situated on the Hudson, not far 
from this city, which includes among the 
show features closets that are the envy 
of every guest lucky enough to see them, 
says the New York Times. 


To begin with, the smallest of the lot 
Is a closet dedicated solely to 
footwear. 
This is let into the wall of the dressing 
room, close to the floor, to a depth of 
13 Inches or so; it is about 20 inches high 
and 3V2 feet wide, and all the space is 
divided into compartments, large enough 
to hold a pair of shoes. 
The door opens 
down and outward, like the cover of a 
desk. 


Then there is a bonnet closet of ample 
proportions and beautiful finish, which is 
a genuine novelty. 
The door is mounted 
as a long mirror, above which is an elec­ 
tric light, and the Interior is divided by 
slim partitions into 12 sections of about 
th e size of a large b o n n et box, ev e ry one 
of which is lined with b'.i'e sink. 


Close to the bonnet closet Is o p arisol 
closet, of about the dimensions of 
a 
medium size wardrobe, and finished be­ 
neath with one shallow drawer. 
In the 
floor of the closet are sunk small circular 
wells, about seven inches apart, and these 
are directly in line with round holes bored 
into a shelf or partition placed about 30 
inches higher up. A few inches above this, 
again, is another partition, fitted with 
wells, which In tu r n correspond to holes 
in tha top partition 25 inches or so higher 
still. 
The closet holds about two dozen 
parasols, each held upright in its own 
place without touching the other. 


Before a parasol is put 
away 
it 
Is 
shrouded in a loose muslin cover, which 
is kept in the draw er below. 


A much larger closet designed for mis­ 
cellaneous articles, is divided down the 
middle and fitted on each side from top 
to bottom with shelves, which 
m ay be 
d rawn out and pushed back like drawers. 
Each shelf is guarded all around with 
a narrow curb, or fence two and a half in­ 
ches high. 


The lingerie closet', perhaps the most en­ 
chanting of all. is closed with glass doors 
which conceal nothing of the exquisite 
examples of sheerest lawn and filmy lace, 
tied with satin ribbons, 
that loud the 
shelves. 


There is a separate closet lined 
with 
satin, In which are kept the negligees, ki­ 
monos and tea gowns, now such an Impor­ 
tant feature of every fashionable woman's 
wardrobe. 


The main closet for gowns is really a 
room eight f^et <*f|Mnre, lighted by elec­ 
tricity. 
In the center Is a dais, perhaps 
five feet square and a foot high, the space 
underneath filled with shallow draw ers 
intended for the storing of waists, etc. A 
lattice work wooden canopy high above Is 
studded with hooks from which h an g the 
gowns, and the hanging area is furth er 
increased by branches of hooks, 
some 
higher th an others, so as to accommodate 
skirts of ail lengths, which are placed 
along the sides d i the room.

Let us at least, while lamenting the errors of judgment and of political 
wisdom of the man, give him credit for common honesty, sincerity and a desire 
for the welfare of the state, and let us not overlook the fact that he would 
Dot now be used as a cloak and a mask for decaying Democracy unless he was 
known to be of value for that particular purpose. 


If the vote this fall is to be upon whether Henry M. Teller is a political 
vagabond and blackguard, the decision is inevitable, and that is the way the 
Democrats hope the issue will be joined.

"The tariff the 
father of the trusts" comes under this head, aud in their fears of the 
big monster many people who should know inorr o! the beneficent 
effects of tariff in the Cnited States arc talcing fright. 
That tho tariff may be 
reformed at this time with good results has been admitted by McKinley, 
Roosevelt and other great leaders of the Republican party, 
in fact, there 
never has been a tariff bill that was enrirely satisfactory to everybody and 
that might not have been bettered by trimming and amendment, but it was the 
best bill that under the circumstances could be adopted. 
The fact, that the 
time is ripe for revision and reciprocal measures riots not change the tariff 
principle.

The 
Gerinau people are protesting against »he prii c of meats. st >ak c osting as high 
as 40 cents a pound. Tlvre is a tl' i mun u i iff o p imports 
live stock, just as 
in this country. 
In t*i«■ Lint.^b kingdom, however, meat prices are tre­ 
mendously high, and > c t I hat is the shining example of a free trade country. 
Tho British board of agriculture has announce.l that this advance is due to 
the American tru»\ It seems t . , a t the Boet' trust can put up prices not only iu 
America, where the tariff is alleged to favor it, but in Great Britain, where 
there is no tariff, and in Germany, where 'he tariff is dire-■ 11 y against it fcnd rj 
favor of others. 


The New York Press declares that there is no catching the trusts with 
tariff vinegar. 
We must have a special method and special plan that will go 
straight at the trusts under whatever form and under whatever conditions. 
It is that kind that Presiden. Roosevelt seeks in his program for control of the 
trusts. 


POPULAR VOTE FOR SENATORS. 


THE REPUBLICAN STATE CONVENTION AND THE 
CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS.

FEW DAYS AGO tho Gaaette. declared in favor of five of the pending 
constitutional amendments, and expressed the opinion that they were 
matters entirely for the decision of the individual voters and not par­ 
tisan measures, and. therefore, the .Republican state convention 
should not declare either for or against them. 


Since that time, however, we have examined the platforms of the Repub­ 
lican party for the past few years and find that two years ago the Republican 
State convention declared unequivocally iu favor of an eight-hour law for all 
persons who worked in mines or blast furnaces or smelters. 


We found also that the Republican party in the same platform declared 
nnequivoQally for home rule for the city of Denver. 


Thus the Republican party stands committed to the principles involved 
tp. tlje two principal amendments to be voted on this fall. 


For six years the fusiooists in Colorado have had almost a unanimous 
membership in the legislature as well as the government of the state, and in 
all of theiir platforms during that period they have declared for IMMEDIATE 
home rule for the city of Denver, and for an eight-hour law for persons work­ 
ing in mines, smelters, etc., yet the fusiomsts dallied with these two ques- 
^ioiig until public sentiment forced them to submit to the people the constitu­ 
tional amendments proposed by the last legislature, and while the Rush bill 
is nqt the character of legislation which Republicans would have enacted 
«pop tbat subject, stiU it is the only measure pending by which immediate 
lsome rule can be givep to the cjty of Denver, and it would be a political 
mistake for.th e Republican party to ignore the principles involved in that 
peasure after having so strongly declared in favor of them. 


It would be the worst form ef partisanship to oppose any of the pending 
Constitutional amendments Simply because they were proposed by tlje opposi­ 
tion party. All of the amendments now pending, aside from the Bucklin bill, 
submitted to a VQte of tbe people in deference to a public demand for 
their submission, and the ©ply reason they were submitted by a fusionist 
legislature instead of by a Republican legislature was that the fusionists 
end ,not the Republicans were in power. 


are all commendable measures, and all of them embody principles 
Jong advocated by the Republican party, and no doubt such advocacy by the 
Republican party hastened their submission to the people by the fusiou legis­ 
lature. 


Therefore it is quite evident from the past party pledges of the Repub­ 
licans of Colorado that it is their duty in the next state convention to indorse 
the Rush bomo rule bill for Denver and the eight-hour law for workers in 
mines and emelters, and that the amendment to the constitution providing 
(or biennial elections and making the qualifications of voters more strict 
than at the present time are measures of such merit and popularity that it 
tvould be inconsistent with Republican principles and the worst possible party 
policy to fail or refuse to give them unqualified indorsement. 


The one supreme issue which the Republican party should keep con­ 
stantly before the people in the coming campaign is the incompetency, tho 
Imbecility and the corruption of the Democratic administration in state affair: 
and in the government of Arapahoe county and the city of Denver. 


The Republican party should not allow the opposition to raise any subordi­ 
nate or side issue to divert the attention of the voters of. tb.e state from this 
main issue.

It is not only the rai.road companies who have their agents in the upper 
branch of congress but it is the express companies and other great corpora­ 
tions as well 
the mail contracts have always*been a valuable “graft." 
Did any sensible person believe for a moment that a certain railroad operating 
between Chicago aud Denver would lose its mail contracts a few years ago 
when the chairman of the* stjnate committee Inning the matter in charge 
was a member of the law firm that represents it on all important occasions? 


The Boston Herald gives a curious instance 'of how the express ‘ graft’' 
is being worked in the following; 


“A curious condition of things is revealed by the new parcels post 
arrangement which has been effected by Great Britain for doing busi­ 
ness in this country. 
That government has made an arrangement by 
which a three-pound package can be sent from Great Britain to Sau 
l’randsco for -1 cents, and one weighing as much as 11 pounus for 
cents. 
The queer thing about this arrangement is that it is made 
without the co-operation of our postofflco department. 
The British 
authorities have contracted with an express company to carry British 
parecis in the United States. 
For a share of a total postal fee of 
- 1 cents, this express company will carry across the continent a 
package coming from Loudon, for which the charge, if struted from 
New York, would be $1. 
A iour-pound package ,-u-nt in our mail i'-jom 
one town to another nearby would cost 64 cents, and the government 
will carry nothing heavier as fourth-claos matter. 
This throws all 
th« heavy parcels business into the hands of the express companies. 
Nothing has been able to shake their hold on it. The parcels post of 
Great Britain is a vast convenience to it.:; people, and the fact That. 
Great Britain can go; its txprcs* business aero-.: the American con­ 
tinent done so much c h e a p e r than it will l-e done for Americans is a 
matter worth thinking about.'’

RAPAHOE f'OUNi Y has a juvenile division of its county court, under 
the jurisdiction of Judge Lindsey. 
In a way it may be said that 
somo of the work of the court exists without authority, but its work 
has been of such a nature that no decent white man or woman would 
have it changed. 
The legislature of 189!) enacted the tiuancy law, which 
directs the prosecution of ehildien under 14 years of age for truancy from 
school. 
Acting under ibis law, the D e n v e r authorities ha\o turned over all 
juvenile criminal matters to Judge Lindsey. 


Tho work of trying to improve an« reform the young offender against 
the laws is carried out in the most humane and intelligent manner. They are 
not treated as criminals, and if it is necessary m put them in jail, it is not with 
old criminals, but unucr the best conditions possible 
He is not branded as 
a criminal either. A report of the work of the comt has recently been printed, 
and it l'orms a bundle of interesting statistics that it will pay any person 
who has a care in the matter to read. The effects of the court have been so 
signal and so extensive that they aie uot only convincing but almost over­ 
whelming. 


In the report are embodied letters from people who have reason to know, 
iu which they give testimony to the good that is being accomplished. 
The 
chief detective of the Union Pacific railroad, of the Colorado & Southern rail­ 
road, the matron at tho city hall prison, the secretaiv of the Humane society, 
the superintendent and principals of the Denver schools all testify to the 
good accomplished. 
It is shown how petit larceny has lessened, that "hard” 
cases have been reformed and an increased interest in school work aroused 
in many instances. 
The matron of the city jail says that they have not half 
as many boys placed under their care for offenses as they had a year ago. 


Judge Lindsey makes another showing also that will appeal to the tax­ 
payers even if the moral aspect does not impress them. 
There were 454 
boys tried in the juvenile division of the court in the past 18 months. 
The 
cost was $14,648. 
Under the old system the cost would have been $103,475. 
There was a total saving to the county and state of $88,827.68. 


At the coming session of the legislature it is proposed to ask that a law 
providing for a juvenile court in every county be enacted, similar to the 
Illinois law, and covering the methods as they have been carried out by Judge 
Lindsey. 
It would seem that the simple perusal of the report made by the 
Arapahoe ccyurt is all that would be necessary to convince any legislator of 
the necessity tor such enactments. .

In a fire that destroyed & two-room 
rottage on the Foster place near Chey­ 
enne park at 7 o’clock last night, little 
V e r n o n 
Brockway, 
the 
9-year-old 
s o n . o f Mrs. Alice Brockway, formerly 
of Cleveland. O., was fatally burned. 


Plainly within hearing of the music 
nf the Midland band, to which hun­ 
dreds of people, tired after the duties 
of a busy day( 
listened, 
a 
mother 
watched over the 
death-bed 
of 
her 
baby, telling him of heaven and that 
God, who had always been kind to them 
both, cared for him S'tili, and would 
keep him safe until mother, too, should 
come. 


At a late hour last night he was still 
living but Drs. Rothrock, Estill and 
Rice, who were summoned, agreed that 
there was no hope for the child and ex­ 
pressed the opinion that death would 
occur probably before morning. 


The fire that attracted the attention 
of comparatively few people, so quick­ 
ly was it over and so comparatively 
slight the property loss involved, was 
in many of its circumstances one of the 
saddest events ever chronicled 
in or 
near Colorado Springs. 
In its flash of 
but a moment, a widow, herself appar­ 
ently but few years past girlhood, who 
had braved the world and raised her 
two boys, one to 14 years of age, and 
the other to 9, was bereft of home and 
all her worldly possession, but thought 
nothing o£ that for she lust her IUUu 
one, too. 


Mrs. Brockway has been in this city 
for the past three months or more, hav­ 
ing come here from Cleveland, O., where 
her relatives live. Since coming here 
she has been employed at the Seven 
Falls pavilion in Cheyenne canon as 
telephone operator and ticket taker for 
the Hunter Carriage line. 
She was at 
work as usual yesterday, leaving the 
little boys at home at the Foster place. 
While she was on her way to her home 
laSSt night the elder of the two boys, 
Harold, started a fire in the kitchen 
stove so that it might be ready for the 
mother to use in getting supper on her 
arrival. 
A pet rabbit that the little 
hoys had for their t musement had es­ 
caped from ity pen and Harold crawled 
under the cottage in search of it, call­ 
ing to his little brother to put some coal 
on the fire.

persons who had heard the explosion 
and had seen him run from the house, 
attempted to catch him. Mr. and Mrs. 
Harry Horsfall, who occupy a cottage 
near at hand, caught the little fellow 
and carried him into a tent beside their 
house. 
They did everything 
possible 
for him and summoned his mother, who 
was. however, already hurrying home­ 
ward. 


The flames made but few moments' 
work of the Brockway cottage, but the 
absence of wind made it easy to keep 
the fire from spreading. There was no 
lack of kind people anxious to do what 
they could to relieve the little sufferer 
but Dr. Rothrock pronounced the case 
hopeless immediately upon his arrival, 
the other physicians giving the same 
opinion when they reached the scene.

PLAYED FOR A BIG STAKE 


A man’ who Is doing business under 
the name of E. Greenwald was arrest­ 
ed at Salt Lake City, Utah, Wednesday 
at the request of Postoffice Inspector 
Sullivan of Denver on a charge of u&lng 
the mails to defraud, and in connection 
with the arrest there is a story of a sen­ 
sational play for a big stake which had 
its inception in Colorado Springs.

was a very bold scheme but it lost. It 
is alleged that Greenwald attempted to 
=ecure $7,000 on a check mailed to the

So far as can be learned he 
its not known here and was never heard 
of before In this city. Mr. WiUon is a 
client of the Woods Investment com­ 
pany and he sent the check drawn on a 
bank at Belvidere. The check was soon 
after returned to the bank indorsed 
"The Woods Investment company, by

check unless of 
course he had an accomplice at the Bel­ 
videre end and how he could have had 
access to the mail on this end is a baf­ 
fling mystery. 


It happened that the belvidere bank 
officials were well acquainted with the 
Wood’s signature and they immediately 
started an investigation. Naturally the 
attempted steal quickly came to light 
and the m atter was turned over to the 
postoffice inspector. A "job" was fixed 
up for Mr. Greenwald's benefit and a 
decoy letter from the Belvidere bank 
soon had him in the toils of Uncle Sam's 
authorities. 


"I don’t know who E. Greenwald is 
and haven’t the slightest idea," said F. 
M. Woodi' of the Woods Investment 
company. 
"We would like very much 
to learn who he is. We are completely 
at sea us to how he got hold of the 
check but I presume he m ust have se­ 
cured it in some manner at this end." 
Mr. Woods stated that no one around 
the company's office knows Greenwald. 


Postoffice Inspector Sullivan was in 
the city yesterday presumably investi­ 
gating the case on this end. Postm as­ 
ter L. C. Dana confirmed the statem ent 
of Greenwald's arrest last night but 
did not care to discuss the m atter any 
further, referring inquiries to Inspector 
Sullivan. 
The latter left last evening 
for Denver. The fact that the check 
was stolen at this end is pretty certain 
from the f^ct that Greewald mailed it 
here, although the stake was so large 
that this might air« have been a “blind” 
and the check may have been secured 
on the other end and sent from here 
to mislead the bank. 


Further developments In the case will 
be awaited with interest.

LEO LOEB SEEKS A 


PARDON OF ORMAN 


Listen, my children, and you will hear 


The story of Manitou's Paul Revere. 


Leo Loeb, sometimes termed the Paul 
Revere of 
Colorado, 
and

languishes in the unfriendly corridprs of 
Mr. Gilbert’s county hotel, may secure 
his liberty through the intervention of 
Governor Orman. The state's chief ex­ 
ecutive has laid aside the strenuous 
cares of politics long enough to Investi­ 
gate Paul Revere Loeb’s case, and has 
Clarence 
Stonaker, 
secretary of the 
state board of charities and corrections, 
sleuthing around to see what he can 
learn about it. 


I.oeb's ride down the canon to Mani- 
tou abreast of a tidal wave to warn the 
people of Manitou that a cloud had 
burst and was sending a raft of water 
in their direction, has been exploited a 
number of times In the papers and the 
details are pretty well known. 
Loeb 
reached Manitou in time to w-arn quite 
a number of people, who reached places 
of safety. 
Quite a little damage was 
done by the water and Loeb was given 
considerable credit for his ride. 


The next heard of him was through a 
Denver paper, which stated that he had 
ridden to that city horseback to collect 
a reward from the state for his hero­ 
ism. This story has since been denied. 


A few days ago B. E. Clark of the El 
Paso Cleaning and Pressing company 
had Loeb arrested on a charge of lar­ 
ceny as bailee. 
It was claimed that 
Loeb took a suit to the cleaning estab­ 
lishment some three weeks ago to have 
cleaned. 
He explained that he had no 
other clothing to wear, and Mr. Clark 
claims that he loaned him a suit worth 
$40. Loeb failed to return for his own 
clothing in the few days that he agreed 
to, and Clark finally had him arrested. 
Loeb was tried before Justice Ruby and 
sentenced to 20 days in the county jaH, 
or to pay a. fine of $20 and costs.

went to jail.

the reason he did not call for his own 
clothing was that he did not have the 
money to get them out.

Executive committe 
for the government of the league wer 
appointed.: The league is strictly non 
partisan and has tor Its object the se 
curing of home rule for Denver, or i 
other words, the adoption of-the con 
stitutlonal amendment known as th 
Rush bill. The league will divide th 
several counties of the .state into dls 
tricts and appoint 
a committeema 


from each district, and the district wi 
be subdivided Into precincts with a com 
mitteeman for each precinct. The dut 
of the several committeemen will be to 
see to It that the objects of the Rush 
bill are fully, explained to every voter 
in the state. After the organization had 
been perfected, Senator Rush delivered 
a short address, outlining the work of 
the league. In opening he stated that it 
was non-partisan and referred to the 
editorial in the Gazette of recent date, 
advocating its adoption. He outlined, 
the following as the demands which the 
league shall make; First, home rule for 
Denver. 
Second, municipal ownership

It developed today that Bartholin had 
been in correspondence with an unr 
known woman in Chicago, who had en- 
deavored to aid him financially after 
his arrival here. One of these letters 
Bartholin accidently dropped from his 
pocket and Charles Hoeft, a farmer for 
whom Bartholin was working, read a 
few lines of It. 
Bartholin, however, 
took the letter from him after be had 
read the first few lines. H.oeft states 
that 
the letter was addressed to 
"George Edwards," the name by which 
Bartholin was known here, but that the 
letter began "My dearest Will.' As he 
remembers it the letter read:

THE POLITICAL SITUATION 


Special to the Gazette- 
Denver, Sept. 6.—In so far as appear- 
ances go, the antl-Ormanites controlled 
the Arapahoe county Democratic con- 
vention today. 
They succeeded 
In 
electing their temporary chairman and 
secretary, and later, the temporary or- 
ganization was made permanent. They 
also succeeded In seating those dele- 
gates where contests were held, which 
were favorable to the anti-Orman 
forces. The vote to seat the antl-Orman 
delegation from district O carried by 
the unthought-of majority, 461 to 178. 
The Orman people, however, are 
claiming that today's fight does not In- 
dicate that they have lost Arapahoe 
county. They say It was only a contest 
between what Is known as the court 


board, and that while the court house ] 
crowd won, it does not Indicate that the ! 
county will be anti-Orman. 
Robert W. Speer, who has always 
announced himself as an Orman man, 
threw his strength to the court bouse 
crowd. It is acknowledged by ail that 
Mr. Speer controls the situation, and 
that whichever way he Indicates the 
Arapahoe majority will go. Both sides 
clairj. that he Is for them. The Stim- 
son people contend that the court house 
crowd Is for Stimson, and that Mr. 
Speer by supporting their delegations 
has indicated that he Intends to throw 
his support to the El Paso county nom- 
inee. On the other hand the Orman 
people contend that Speer is only work-

To be 
sure, -with no guiding hand, the work 
was not dispatched as rapidly as other 
conventions have been, but the delays 
only helped to Increase the good feel- 
ing, and gave the candidates oppor- 
tunities to work. 


The greatest surprise of the day 


came with the report of the committee 
on resolutions. That committee had 
drafted a platform, indorsing every 
one of tbe constitutional amendments 
as passed -by the -Thirteenth general 
assembly, except the Bucklin bill, and 
tho latter measure was denounced. 
Later the platform was adopted as 
reported from the committee.' The re- 
port was a surprise to the entire con- 
vention, but it was only momentary, 
for immediately upon the completion 
of the reading of the report a number 
of the committeemen explained why 
these amendments had been incorpor- 
ated. Advocacy was along tho same 
lines as has been advocated by ttio 
Gazette. during the 
past few days. 


There soon developed, however, an 
opposition to that part of the report 
relative to the amendments. The op 
position was headed by Greeley W. 
Whitford who Introduced an amend- 
ment providing that all sections relat 
ing to tbe constitutional amendments 
now pending be referred to the state 
convention. His amendment brought 
forth the fight of the day. It was sup 
ported by its author and a Mr. Walters 
trorn Montclair, while Thomas Ward, 
Jr..

number of others opposed it, and favor- 
ed the adoption of the platform as 
read.

amendments were not discussed at all. 
Those favoring the platform as read 
held that the Rush bill provided for 
home rule for Denver, which was what 
both parties had • pledged themselves 
to, and It should be adopted; that the 
people -were in favor of it, and that to 
fall to Indorse It would mean suicide 
next November; that by indorsing it, 
the question would be taken out of 
politics entirely and thus minimize 
tho Issue for the coming campaign; 
that the bill was identical with one in- 
troduced in a Republican legislature 
some years ago, and to condemn it 
would mean,ther;Cppde,mnaUon of che 
party's own previous bill. 


Those opposed to the platform based 


their opposition .on the ground that 
It was a Democratic measure, ami 
should not be indorsed, and that iu 
the final securement of 'the results 
as sought by tho bill, the governor of 
the state would hold entirely too much 
power. The vote to adopt tne vVu.i.- 
ford amendment resulted in Its over- 
whelming defeat. The vote was taken 
as a yea and nay vote, and was so 
decidedly definite that no division was 
called for.

unanimously adopted. The announc- 
ment of its adoption brought forth 
a wave of .enthusiasm seldom witness-' 
ed in a county convention.

The Tenth National Irrigation congress will be held at Colorado Springs, 


Colo., October 6 to 9,1902. We shall celebrate a great victory, but we must 
consider the new responsibility placed upon the west by the National Irriga- 
tion act, under the provisions of which, the proceeds from public lands will 
hereafter be devoted to the reclamation of the arid lands in the 16 states 
and territories; affected, viz: Arizona, California.

Nobody knows any better than the Democratic leaders that the 


state and national government under existing laws have no power 


to suppress or effectively to regulate these great combinations, and in asking 
the president to do'so, they are asking him to overturn the government and 
to assume a power denied' Mm by our Constitution and our laws. 


Further, they are asking him, and they are asking Republican state 


legislatures to do something that no Democratic legislature lias done, or can do.

TARIFF AND THE BEEF TRUTS.

Y POUNDING upon one string constantly it is often possible to make 


people finally.believe that something not true is true. "The tariff the 
father of the trusts" comes under this head, and iu their fears of the 
big monstei- many people who should know more ot the beneficent 


effects of tariff in the United States are taking fright. That the tariff may be 
reformed at this time with-good results has been admitted by McKinley, 
Roosevelt and other great leaders of the Republican party. In fact, there 
never has been a tariff bill, that was entirely satisfactory to everybody and 
that might not have been bettered by trimming and amendment, but it was the 
best bill that under the circumstances could be adopted. The fact that the 
time is ripe for revision and reciprocal measures does not change the tariff 
principle. 


Ask an opponent of the tarjff to explain how it shelters coal or petroleum, 


two of the big monopolies on which there is no duty, and they usually reply 
by pointing to the Beef trust. Admitting that the price of beef has advanced- 
enormously of late, will an examination of the facts show tnat this advance 
is due, to a tariff on live stock .or to a. combination in restraint of trade? The 
German people are protesting against the price of moats, steak costing as high 
as 40 cents a pound. There is a German tariff on imports of live stock, just as 
in this country. ',lu the British kingdom, however, meat prices are tre- 
mendously high, and yet that is the shining example of a free trade country. 
The British board of agriculture has announced that this advance is due to 
the American trust. It seems tuat the Beef trust can put up prices not only in 
America, where the tariff is alleged to favor it, but in Great Britain, where 
there is no tariff, and in Germany, where the tariff is directly against it tnd \y 
favor of others. 


The New York Press declares that there is no catching the trusts with 


tariff vinegar. We must have a special method and special plan that will go 
straight at the trusts under whatever form and under whatever conditions, 
It is that kind that President Roosevelt seeks in his program for control of the 
trusts. 


POPULAR VOTE FOR SENATORS.

VERY once in a while some little thing pops up that shows very strongly 


the necessity for electing United States senators by popular vote. 
It has got to come, if only as one of the ways in which to stop the 
rich corporations in their greedy, fattening off the government.

bouse of representatives is ready for it, as witness its action Jast winter, The 
measure, of course, is always killed in the senate by the men who are per- 
sonally Interested, The senators who oppose the measure will have to be 
marked for future slaughter, no matter to which political party they belong. 


Does any sane man or woman believe that a reform can be inaugurated 


when the attorneys of the railroads and other corporations s|t in the United 
States senate and act as chairmen of the committees having the big contracts 
in charge? It is the popular branch of the government that has been able 
to' save the people once or twice. It wa« so in the case of the Union Pacific 
debt. A few years ago the Union Pacific owed the .government fifty millions 
of dollars. TJie matter was fougnt over in congress fpr years, and at las't 
it was proposed to annul the debt because it was claimed that the bankrupt 
railroad company could never pay it. This was prevented by the house and 
the money ordered paid. When it became evident that the game could not 
be worked, the rich men owning the stock paid the debt in about two years' 
time and.have since almost rebuilt the road, making it one of the best 
equipped in the country.

branch of congress but it is the express companies and other great corpora- 
tions as well. -The wail contracts have always*been a valuable "graft." 
Did any sensible person believe for a moment that a certain railroad operating 
between Chicago and Denver would lose its mail contracts a few years ago 
when the chairman of th« senate committee having the matter in charge 
was a member of the law firm that represents it on all important occasions? 


The Boston Herald gives a curious, instance'of how the express "graft" 


is being worked in the following: 


"A curious condition of things is revealed by the new parcels post 


arrangement which has been effected by Great Britain for doing busi- 
ness in this country. T.hat government has made an arrangement by 
which a three-pound package can be sent from Great Britain to San 
Francisco for 24 cents, and one weighing as much as 11 poijnus for 
72 cents. The rjueer thing about this arrangement is that it is made 
without the co-operation of our postoffice department. The British 
authorities have contracted with an express company to carry British 
parcels in the United States. For a share of a total postal fee of 
34 cepts, this express company will carry across the continent a 
package coming from London, for which the charge, if started from 
New York, would be $1. A four-pound package sent in our mail from 
one town to another nearby would cost 64 cents, and the government - 
will carry nothing heavier as fourth-class matter. This throws all 
the heavy parcels business into the bands of the express companies 
Nothing has been able to shake, their Jiold on It. The parcels post o.F 
Great Britain Is a vast convenience to its people, and the fact that 
Great Britain eau get its express business across th.o American con- 
tinent done so much cheaper than it will be done tor Americans is a 
matter worth thinking about." 


A JUVENILE COURT. 


A 


RAPAHOE COUNTY has a juvenile division of its county court, under 
the Jurisdiction of Judge Lindsey. 
In a way it may be said that 


some of the work of the court exists without authority, but its work 
has been of such a nature that no decent white roan or womnu would 


have it changed. The legislature of 1899 enacted the truancy law, which 
directs the prosecution of children under 14 years of age for truancy from 
school. Acting under this law, the Denver authorities have turned over all 
juvenile criminal matters to Judge Lindscy. 


Tho work of trying to improve aua reform the young offender against 


tho laws is carried out in the most humane and intelligent manner. They are 
not treated as criminals, and if it is necessary to put thorn in jail, it is not with 
old criminals, but uuaer the-best conditions possible. Ho is not branded as 
a criminal either. A report of the work of the court has recently been printed 
and It lorms a bundle of interesting statistics that it will pay any person 
who has a care in the matter to read. The effects of the court have been so 
signal and so extensive that they are not only convincing but almost over- 
whelming. 


In the report are embodied letters from people who have.reason to know 


iu which they give testimony to the good that is being accomplished. The 
chief detective of tho Union Pacific railroad, of tho Colorado & Southern rail- 
road, the-matron at the city hall prison, the secretary of the Humane society 
the superintendent and principals of the Denver schools all testify to the 
good accomplished. It is shown bow petit larceny has lessened, that "hard" 
cases have been reformed and an increased interest In school work aroused 
in many instances. The matron of the city jail says that they have not half 
as many boys placed under their care for offenses as they had a year ago 


Judge Llndsey makes another showing also that will appeal to the tax- 


payers even if the moral aspect does not impress them. There were 454 
boys tried in the juvenile division of the court in the past 18 months 
The 


cost was $14,648. Under the old system the cost would have been si'oa 475 
There was a total saving to the county and state of ?88,827.68.

In 'the early part of the summer I 


gave It as) my opinion that the next 
house of representatives would be safe- 
ly Republican, that Governor Odell 
would be ronominated and defeat any 
candidate whom the Democrats could 
find willing to make the contest against 
him.

In 
the morning Ex-Governor Thomas was 
chosen temporary chairman, and later 
he was chosen permanent chairman. 
His selection was considered the first 
victory for Mr. Stimson. The com- 
mittee on resolutions did not complete 
its work, but it Is understood will- re- 
port the first thing In the morning. The 
speeches nominating the several candi- 
dates for the governorship together 
with tbe votes consumed the entire aft- 
ernoon. 


As an example of the interest and 


work which was placed in the fight, 
Theron Stevens, the catiaid^te for the 
western slope used a special train Jh 
getting to Denver last night in order 
to try to stem the tide which was aris- 
ing for Mr. Stimson. The scenes dur- 
ing today wore marked by the wildest 
enthusiasm. The leaders of the party 
were greeted -with applause •Whenever 
and wherever they appeared, and the 
workers for the several candidates took 
advantage of every opportunity to let 
it be known that they were around. 


Tomorrow the convention will adopt 


its platform and select the rest of Its 
ticket. Tonight it looks as though Hor- 
ace W. Havens will be secretary of 
state, Edward Keating, state auditor, 
and Alva Adams, congrcssman-at-large. 


Governor Orman when spoken to con- 


cerning the result of the gubernatorial 
nomination tonight said: "I have noth- 
ing to say. I decline to issue any state- 
ment concerning the work of the con- 
vention at this time. It may be that 
In a few days I will issue a statement 
concerning that work."

STIMSOW FOB, GOVERNOR.

Denver, Sept. 9.—El Paso county 


was highly .honored by the state and 
El ;Paso -county, highly honored the 
state today when E. C. Stimson, one 
of her distinguished sons, was given 
the nomination by the Democratic par- 
ty for the highest position, of trust and 
honor that can be bestowed upon a citi- 
zen by the people of the Colorado com- 
monwealth. For weeks past the con- 
tending forces In the Democratic ranks 
have been pitted against each other 
in an .effort to gain supremacy, and the 
completion. of that congest with Stim- 
son as a winning candidate, caused one 
of the wildest scenes In Coliseum hall 
ever witnessed in a Colorado conven- 
tion. 


The delegates clambered over the 


seats and tore down decorations in 
their efforts to rally with, and place 
their standards around the Teller and 
El Paso'banners. Men who are known 
for their modesty and backwardness, 
threw up their hats, and yelled them- 
selves hoarse because of their victory. 
For fully 10 minutes after It was known 
that Mr. Stlmson had secured the nomi- 
nation, the convention hall was one 
seething mass of animated .humanity.
